ie BL u NDERING ATROCITY 
OF TWO THOUSAND YEARS. 

In a story written by Al. Jennings, ex-train robber, and 
published recently in the Saturday Evening Post, there were 
revelations of prison methods at Levenworth and in the Ohio 
State Penitentiary which must have given everyone who read 
the story a shiver of horror that such barbarities could be 
practised in any institution in an allegedly civilized country) 
in this, the Twentieth Century. 

But now come revelations from Kingston which bring 
ihe horror much closer to home, telling plainly of cruelties 
practised on prisoners in the Canadian institution, cruelties 
so barbaric as to be almost unbelievable. The Kingston reve-|: 
lations arose out of the plain statement of released convicts 
from that institution who made charges of cruelties, which 
statements the prison. officials pon denied. — In one| 
ofticial’s first evidence, for instance, the statement was made 
that only one hosing in ten years ihe id taken place. It now 
developes that this hideous practise was not limited to one in 
ten years, but that there were many. Hosing means throw- 
ing «a prisoner into a locked cell and turning a high-pressure 
stream of water on him until he collapses. ‘Al. Jennings tells 
it well in his Ohio state penitentiary story. Ex-convicts at 
Kingston are now telling of how men’s flesh was torn from 
their bones by the force of the stream, how their limbs were 
paralyzed and their hearts affected by the icy water. 

Statistics in United States show that the cost of policing, 
of the courts and. the caring for criminals in that country 
aggregates as much as the total value of all the wheat, all the 
cotton and all the coal raised every year. The figures show 
that three-fourths of the inmates of penal institutions are there 
because of crimes against property, such as robbery, forgery, 
malfeasance, etc. Al. Jennings was one of these. At pre- 
sent he is a possibility for the governorship of Oklahoma. 
There are thousands more who have 
citizenship, but whom a blind ‘justice’ has locked away in 
living tombs where every semblance of manhood is rushed

thing but bitterness against a society which has maltreated 
him in such a manner. 

The theory of the penal institutions is that by locking 
away men who have failed in some particular to follow the 
rules of society they are impressed with the error of their ways 
and improved into better citizens. The fact is that these in- 
stitutions are hell-holes in which, obscured by the prison walls, 
every extreme of hatred, revenge and malignant cruelty is 
visiled upon the-victims, searing “their hearts and making im-! 
possible the recovery of a proper mental attitude toward 
society which visits such barbarities upon them. The King- 
ston revelations show that Canada is quite as guilty as are 
other countries which flatter themselves that they are 
Christian and civilized. The statistics show that as a business 
proposition, the penal system is a tremendous burden upon 
society, and the Al. Jennings story shows that it is only where 
the victim is hereditarily endowed with an almost miraculous 
inherent manhood that the state could fail to wreck all possi- 
bility of ood citizenship in the man whom it submits to such | 
barbarism as the penitentiary. 

To a realization that these are facts society is gradually 
but surely awakening. Some few men on_ this North 
American continent have managed to get a clutch of the right 
idea. -Ledon by such men as Hanna in Ontario, Ben Lindsay 
in Denver, Brand Whitlock and the late Golden Rule Jones | 
of Toledo, and by our own Mr. Chadwick of Edmonton, public 
opinion is gr idually coming round to the opinion that the 
world, in its penal system, has been perpetrating a blundering | 
atrocity for two thousand years. Some day, probably not far 
distant, the world will come to realize that crime is largely 
mis-directed energy, and that both the prisoner and the stats 
could be saved money and heart-wrench by a system which 
would substitute a system of intelligent education where 
there, is now nothing better than a blind and savage sEvenee:

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STOIC INDIANS. 
COMRADES GRAVES 


A Unique Incident of Lake 
Disaster is Burial of In- 
dians Near Sarnia, 


Sarnia, Dee, 5—In matters of emo- 
tlon the full-blooded Indian is said to 
be a stoic. It has been his creed, 
handed down to him from traditional 
ancestry, but that ancient teaching 
Was not strong enough to withstand 
the emotlonal attack made upon the 
Indlans of the reservation by the Rev. 
Nicholas Plain. 

They wept. For Nicholas Plain was 
preaching to them the epilogue in the 
lives of two of their number, George 


Smith and Thomas Stone, once 
Wheelsmen of the lost steamer Me- 
Gean, There were a score or more of 


these Indians who wept, not furtively, 
but loudly, openly, and that is what 
the older citizens of Sarnia say they 
never saw a full-grown Indian do be- 
fore. 

The afternoon was an epoch of sor- 
row in the history of the Chippewas 
and the Ojibways, and the scene of 
strongest emotion occurred by the side 
of the two graves. The whole reserva- 
tion was there, all but a few of the 
older squaws who were unable to hob- 


ble along the muddy roads, Only the 
very youngest. of the children were 


missing, and the dark olive downcast 
features of the three hundred Indians 
who gathered from up and down the 
river were fixed ,at the beginning of 
the service, with a determination to be 
calm, 

Three Services Held. 


There were two bodies, and following 
the Indian custom, there were three 
services. One service was conducted 
bythe Rey. Walter Rigsby, Methodist 
minister on the reserve, at the home of 
Jim Stone ,over the brother, ‘Thomas: 
the second being held by the local 
Indian minister, Nicholas Plain, at the 
house of Thomas Jackson, over the 
second body, 

Then the two cavaleades met in the 
Indian cemetery, a half-mile back 
‘from the river. Tt was here that cus- 
tom told. 
service over the two bodies, 


and hands outspread ,this man with 
the lean, aquiline face, exhorted his 
brothers in the Ojibway tongue. 


as the treacherous water which bad 
robbed the tribes of two of their best. 
What he said, the few whites, who 
were grouped at the back, could 
know. But they did know that his 
voice grew louder, and that as his big 
hands raised higher there seemed to 
be a dueer pleading in his tones. 
Puncluating this were swift, dramatle 
pauses, Then tho Indians wept. 
Pathetic, listless squaws hugred their 
children tighter; men shuttled. Two 
of their number were gone. And while 
eyes Were still wet the Indian choir 
broke into a slow chant. 
March of - Mourners. 

“Dust to dust.’ Tt must have been 
that which Nicholas Mlain was saying 
as the heavy clods of earth began to 
fall back into the graves. Through 
the chanting of the choir eut the dull 
sobs of the mourners. At last the 
graves were filled. Out in the west the 
sun suddenly broke through its bank 
of clouds to smile down upon them. 
lsyes were dried :then came the plod- 
ding homeward, many crowded into 
carryalls, some tramping across. the 
open fields. Stoicism was theirs again.

onts, 44 years ago come tomorrow, Stnee 
his retirement from the ring Lavigne jas 
been a jack of all trades, and has had many 
ups and downs, principally downs, The 
Yast sums of money he earned fn the ring 
supped through his fingers, For a time 
he conducted a saloon in Detrott. but It 
‘was a losing venture, A year or two 
ago it was reported that the 
physieal and mental wreck, but he pulled 
himself together, climbed aboard the water 
wagon, and worked sueh a physical trans- 
fornration in hiinself Mat he thought seri- 
ously of having another try at the birr
